U.S. Reveals 
Policy for a 
Strong Reich 


Washington, July 15 — (UP)' — 
Th United States today announced 
a new policy stating-that "a stable 
and productive Germany" Is 
es- 
sential to European economic 
re- 
covery. 


• The new policy throws overboard 
whatever may have been left of the 
old "Morgenthaii" plan" to 
limit 
Germany to a largely agricultural 
economy. 


It strongly opposes external im- 
position on Germany of both Amer- 
ican forms of democracy and Rus- 
sian-communism. 'And it serves no- 
lice on other United Nations 
that 
this country will not finance Ger- 
man reparation payments by in- 
creasing its expenditures in the de- 
feated "Reich. 
, The new policy — in the form of 
a directive to Gen. :Lucius D. Clay, 
U- S.; military -governor in Ger- 
many — reflects two years' occupa- 
tion experience. It stems directly 
from 'the failure of the Big Four 
countries to agree on any basic pol- 
icy for the Germans. 
Its major emphasis is on changes 
in economic .policy toward Ger- 
many. These changes result from 
the failure of the recent Moscow 
conference to produce any compre- 
hensive agreement with Russia and 
Franc on Germany. The 
docu- 
ment was revised after the Mos- 
cow conference. 


Although the directive was 
in 
process of revision long before "the 
Marshall plan" was announced, it 
indirectly acknowledges it by say- 
ing:"An orderly and prosperous Eu- 
rope requires the economic contri- 
butions of a stable and productive 
Germany." 
The new directive 
also 
recog- 
nizes the recent merger 
of the 
American-British zones of occupa- 
tion but still holds open the door 
for other occupying powers to join 
in plans for unifying Germany. 
State Department officials 
said 
the basic U. S. objective still 
is 


economic unification of 
Germany 
as envisaged in the Big 
Four's 
Potsdam agreement. 
The new policy was 
announced 


only two days before the second 
anniversary of the ill-fated Pots- 
dam 
conference. 
It 
emphasizes 


clearly the long known fact that 
there has been complete failure -co'

U.S. Reveals 
Policy for a 
Strong Reich 


Washington, July 15 — (UP)' — 
Th United States today announced 
a new policy stating-that "a stable 
and productive Germany" Is 
es- 
sential to European economic 
re- 
covery. 


• The new policy throws overboard 
whatever may have been left of the 
old "Morgenthaii" plan" to 
limit 
Germany to a largely agricultural 
economy. 


It strongly opposes external im- 
position on Germany of both Amer- 
ican forms of democracy and Rus- 
sian-communism. 'And it serves no- 
lice on other United Nations 
that 
this country will not finance Ger- 
man reparation payments by in- 
creasing its expenditures in the de- 
feated "Reich. 
, The new policy — in the form of 
a directive to Gen. :Lucius D. Clay, 
U- S.; military -governor in Ger- 
many — reflects two years' occupa- 
tion experience. It stems directly 
from 'the failure of the Big Four 
countries to agree on any basic pol- 
icy for the Germans. 
Its major emphasis is on changes 
in economic .policy toward Ger- 
many. These changes result from 
the failure of the recent Moscow 
conference to produce any compre- 
hensive agreement with Russia and 
Franc on Germany. The 
docu- 
ment was revised after the Mos- 
cow conference. 


Although the directive was 
in 
process of revision long before "the 
Marshall plan" was announced, it 
indirectly acknowledges it by say- 
ing:"An orderly and prosperous Eu- 
rope requires the economic contri- 
butions of a stable and productive 
Germany." 
The new directive 
also 
recog- 
nizes the recent merger 
of the 
American-British zones of occupa- 
tion but still holds open the door 
for other occupying powers to join 
in plans for unifying Germany. 
State Department officials 
said 
the basic U. S. objective still 
is 


economic unification of 
Germany 
as envisaged in the Big 
Four's 
Potsdam agreement. 
The new policy was 
announced 


only two days before the second 
anniversary of the ill-fated Pots- 
dam 
conference. 
It 
emphasizes 


clearly the long known fact that 
there has been complete failure -co'

U.S. Reveals 
Policy for a 
Strong Reich 


Washington, July 15 — (UP)' — 
Th United States today announced 
a new policy stating-that "a stable 
and productive Germany" Is 
es- 
sential to European economic 
re- 
covery. 


• The new policy throws overboard 
whatever may have been left of the 
old "Morgenthaii" plan" to 
limit 
Germany to a largely agricultural 
economy. 


It strongly opposes external im- 
position on Germany of both Amer- 
ican forms of democracy and Rus- 
sian-communism. 'And it serves no- 
lice on other United Nations 
that 
this country will not finance Ger- 
man reparation payments by in- 
creasing its expenditures in the de- 
feated "Reich. 
, The new policy — in the form of 
a directive to Gen. :Lucius D. Clay, 
U- S.; military -governor in Ger- 
many — reflects two years' occupa- 
tion experience. It stems directly 
from 'the failure of the Big Four 
countries to agree on any basic pol- 
icy for the Germans. 
Its major emphasis is on changes 
in economic .policy toward Ger- 
many. These changes result from 
the failure of the recent Moscow 
conference to produce any compre- 
hensive agreement with Russia and 
Franc on Germany. The 
docu- 
ment was revised after the Mos- 
cow conference. 


Although the directive was 
in 
process of revision long before "the 
Marshall plan" was announced, it 
indirectly acknowledges it by say- 
ing:"An orderly and prosperous Eu- 
rope requires the economic contri- 
butions of a stable and productive 
Germany." 
The new directive 
also 
recog- 
nizes the recent merger 
of the 
American-British zones of occupa- 
tion but still holds open the door 
for other occupying powers to join 
in plans for unifying Germany. 
State Department officials 
said 
the basic U. S. objective still 
is 


economic unification of 
Germany 
as envisaged in the Big 
Four's 
Potsdam agreement. 
The new policy was 
announced 


only two days before the second 
anniversary of the ill-fated Pots- 
dam 
conference. 
It 
emphasizes 


clearly the long known fact that 
there has been complete failure -co' 
put the Potsdam agreement

U.S. Reveals 
Policy for a 
Strong Reich 


Washington, July 15 — (UP)' — 
Th United States today announced 
a new policy stating-that "a stable 
and productive Germany" Is 
es- 
sential to European economic 
re- 
covery. 


• The new policy throws overboard 
whatever may have been left of the 
old "Morgenthaii" plan" to 
limit 
Germany to a largely agricultural 
economy. 


It strongly opposes external im- 
position on Germany of both Amer- 
ican forms of democracy and Rus- 
sian-communism. 'And it serves no- 
lice on other United Nations 
that 
this country will not finance Ger- 
man reparation payments by in- 
creasing its expenditures in the de- 
feated "Reich. 
, The new policy — in the form of 
a directive to Gen. :Lucius D. Clay, 
U- S.; military -governor in Ger- 
many — reflects two years' occupa- 
tion experience. It stems directly 
from 'the failure of the Big Four 
countries to agree on any basic pol- 
icy for the Germans. 
Its major emphasis is on changes 
in economic .policy toward Ger- 
many. These changes result from 
the failure of the recent Moscow 
conference to produce any compre- 
hensive agreement with Russia and 
Franc on Germany. The 
docu- 
ment was revised after the Mos- 
cow conference. 


Although the directive was 
in 
process of revision long before "the 
Marshall plan" was announced, it 
indirectly acknowledges it by say- 
ing:"An orderly and prosperous Eu- 
rope requires the economic contri- 
butions of a stable and productive 
Germany." 
The new directive 
also 
recog- 
nizes the recent merger 
of the 
American-British zones of occupa- 
tion but still holds open the door 
for other occupying powers to join 
in plans for unifying Germany. 
State Department officials 
said 
the basic U. S. objective still 
is 


economic unification of 
Germany 
as envisaged in the Big 
Four's 
Potsdam agreement. 
The new policy was 
announced 


only two days before the second 
anniversary of the ill-fated Pots- 
dam 
conference.

U.S. Reveals 
Policy for a 
Strong Reich 


Washington, July 15 — (UP)' — 
Th United States today announced 
a new policy stating-that "a stable 
and productive Germany" Is 
es- 
sential to European economic 
re- 
covery. 


• The new policy throws overboard 
whatever may have been left of the 
old "Morgenthaii" plan" to 
limit 
Germany to a largely agricultural 
economy. 


It strongly opposes external im- 
position on Germany of both Amer- 
ican forms of democracy and Rus- 
sian-communism. 'And it serves no- 
lice on other United Nations 
that 
this country will not finance Ger- 
man reparation payments by in- 
creasing its expenditures in the de- 
feated "Reich. 
, The new policy — in the form of 
a directive to Gen. :Lucius D. Clay, 
U- S.; military -governor in Ger- 
many — reflects two years' occupa- 
tion experience. It stems directly 
from 'the failure of the Big Four 
countries to agree on any basic pol- 
icy for the Germans. 
Its major emphasis is on changes 
in economic .policy toward Ger- 
many. These changes result from 
the failure of the recent Moscow 
conference to produce any compre- 
hensive agreement with Russia and 
Franc on Germany. The 
docu- 
ment was revised after the Mos- 
cow conference. 


Although the directive was 
in 
process of revision long before "the 
Marshall plan" was announced, it 
indirectly acknowledges it by say- 
ing:"An orderly and prosperous Eu- 
rope requires the economic contri- 
butions of a stable and productive 
Germany." 
The new directive 
also 
recog- 
nizes the recent merger 
of the 
American-British zones of occupa- 
tion but still holds open the door 
for other occupying powers to join 
in plans for unifying Germany. 
State Department officials 
said 
the basic U. S. objective still 
is 


economic unification of 
Germany 
as envisaged in the Big 
Four's 
Potsdam agreement. 
The new policy was 
announced 


only two days before the second 
anniversary of the ill-fated Pots- 
dam 
conference. 
It 
emphasizes 


clearly the long known fact that 
there has been complete failure -co'

U.S. Reveals 
Policy for a 
Strong Reich 


Washington, July 15 — (UP)' — 
Th United States today announced 
a new policy stating-that "a stable 
and productive Germany" Is 
es- 
sential to European economic 
re- 
covery. 


• The new policy throws overboard 
whatever may have been left of the 
old "Morgenthaii" plan" to 
limit 
Germany to a largely agricultural 
economy. 


It strongly opposes external im- 
position on Germany of both Amer- 
ican forms of democracy and Rus- 
sian-communism. 'And it serves no- 
lice on other United Nations 
that 
this country will not finance Ger- 
man reparation payments by in- 
creasing its expenditures in the de- 
feated "Reich. 
, The new policy — in the form of 
a directive to Gen. :Lucius D. Clay, 
U- S.; military -governor in Ger- 
many — reflects two years' occupa- 
tion experience. It stems directly 
from 'the failure of the Big Four 
countries to agree on any basic pol- 
icy for the Germans. 
Its major emphasis is on changes 
in economic .policy toward Ger- 
many. These changes result from 
the failure of the recent Moscow 
conference to produce any compre- 
hensive agreement with Russia and 
Franc on Germany. The 
docu- 
ment was revised after the Mos- 
cow conference. 


Although the directive was 
in 
process of revision long before "the 
Marshall plan" was announced, it 
indirectly acknowledges it by say- 
ing:"An orderly and prosperous Eu- 
rope requires the economic contri- 
butions of a stable and productive 
Germany." 
The new directive 
also 
recog- 
nizes the recent merger 
of the 
American-British zones of occupa- 
tion but still holds open the door 
for other occupying powers to join 
in plans for unifying Germany. 
State Department officials 
said 
the basic U. S. objective still 
is 


economic unification of 
Germany 
as envisaged in the Big 
Four's 
Potsdam agreement. 
The new policy was 
announced 


only two days before the second 
anniversary of the ill-fated Pots- 
dam 
conference. 
It 
emphasizes 


clearly the long known fact that

Bodies still lay in the streels and 
German collaboralors were

Half an hour laler as we stood 
at a downtown street intersection 
the Soviet vanguard enlered 
on 
molorcycles. A Russian lieulenant 
who never had seen an American 
uniform-started to shoot us down, 
but Czech civilians stopped him.

began 


wheeling in, and Prague erupted in 
Red banners and American flags!
